CONFERENCE  AT  NORTHFIELD 


Over  the  weekend  of  December  1-3  one 
hundred  and  thirty  delegates  from  thirty 
preparatory  schools  gathered  at  the  North- 
field  Hotel  at  Northfield  for  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  National  Preparatory  School 
Conference.  Mr.  Cleveland  led  a  group  of 
Governor  Dummer  delegates,  including  Wil- 
liam Bridges,  John  Foshay,  and  Nat  Merrill, 
to  represent  the  Academy. 

The  conference  formally  began  on  Friday 
night  by  the  Reverend  James  T.  Cleland 
of  Duke  University  who  spoke  on  "The 
Gospel  and  Its  Import."  His  talk,  like  the 
others  at  the  conference,  was  followed  by 
discussion  groups  of  ten  or  twelve  boys  and 
later  by  an  open  forum  with  the  whole  con- 
ference participating. 

On  Saturday  morning  the  Reverend  Wil- 
liam Webber  of  Union  Theological  Seminary 
spoke  on  "The  Gospel  and  the  City".  Satur- 
day afternoon  was  free  for  recreation  and 
in  the  evening  the  Reverend  Burt  McLean 
spoke  on  "Religion  in  the  Secondary  School." 
His  talk  created  a  tremendous  amount  of 
discussion  and  was  a  source  of  great  in- 
spiration to  those  attending  the  conference. 

The  concluding  summary  talk  was  given 
on  Sunday  morning  by  the  Reverend  Mr. 
Cleland.  After  a  service  of  worship  directed 
by  the  Phillips  Academy  students,  the  con- 
ference broke  up  on  Sunday  noon.

During  the  fall  term  Mr.  Cleveland  has 
been  meeting  with  a  group  of  boys  who 
gather  in  the  old  kitchen  of  the  Mansion 
House  each  Sunday  night  to  discuss  religion. 
Originally  the  group  included  fewer  than  a 
dozen  boys  by  invitation;  but  so  much  in- 
terest developed  that  the  group  now  num- 
bers twenty-four.

POST-GAME  RECEPTION  IN  THE  C0BB!ROOM 
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EDITORIAL 

There  are  few  of  the  students  now  at 
Governor  Dummer  who  are  informed  of  the 
history  of  this  school  magazine  or  of  the  pur- 
poses of  that  publication. 

Fifty-four  years  ago  Governor  Dummer 
first  published  a  school  newspaper.  At  that 
time  it  was  called  The  News,  but  later  the 
name  was  changed  to  The  Archon,  the  Greek 
word  for  the  chief  magistrate  or  governor  of 
ancient  Athens.  At  times  The  Archon  has 
been  of  newspaper  size;  at  other  times  of 
book  size;  it  took  its  present  form  in  1930. 
Copies  of  man}-  of  the  old  issues  are  pre- 
served in  the  school  memorabilia. 

The  purpose  of  The  Archon  has  always 
been  partially  to  furnish  the  students  an 
introduction  to  journalism  and  particularly 
to  provide  the  alumni  and  friends  of  the 
school  with  an  accurate  account  of  student 
activities  and  athletic  contests.  Over  a 
thousand  copies  of  each  issue  are  mailed 
from  the  school,  and  the  October  issue  is 
sent  to  nearly  1,500  alumni  in  addition  to 
the  regular  mailing  list.  That  The  Archon  is 
much  appreciated  by  people  outside  the 
school  is  evidenced  by  the  numerous  com- 
plimentary and  encouraging  letters  received 
by  the  editors. 

In  recent  years  the  cost  of  printing  and 
engraving    has    increased    so    sharply    that 


student  subscriptions  and  advertising  reve- 
nue have  become  inadequate  to  meet  the 
cost  of  publishing.  Last  year  the  school  con- 
tributed more  than  half  of  the  total  cost  of 
the  regular  issues  and  the  complete  cost  of 
the  summer  issue.  N.A.F.
